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WONDERFUL ANTS. | 

Tunneling Under Rivers — Planting 
Seeds and Reaping the Crop—The 
Ware of Ants. 


From the Scientific American. 


At the recent Southboro session of 
the Massachusetts Board of Agrfcul- 
ture, Professor E. S. Morse gave the 
following curious particulars about 


ants: 

The ant bel to a family ot insects 
such as Wwe dees and hornets, but 
is the su of them all,as are the 
elephant, the horse, and the dog, in 
ether lines of animal lite. Ants are 
conetructed with the “back” bone io 
front, and the heart and or internal 
organs on the opposite side are put to- 
gether upside — as we might 
think. eir mouth is for biting and 
swallowing food only, not for breath- 
ing. Their bite is so determined and 
lasting that they are used in some 
countries for confining the 8 of 
wounds and cuts. Auts’ heads are 
presented to the cut surface, which 
they gragp with their nippers, when 
their bodies are cut off,leaving a whole 
row of them to bold the flesh. 

They are cheaper than sticking plas- 

er in some countries. 

As an illustration of their ingenuity 
and intelligence, it is stated that they 
sometimes excavate tunnels uoder 
rivers of considerable width ang 
depth, and use the tunnels for trans- 
porting N They dig wells 
twenty feet deep and a foot in diame- 
ter, for drinking water. The harvest- 
ing ants plant seeds on farms, which 
they cultivate with great skill and 
nestness, keeping every weed down 
and harvesting the grain, curing aod 
storing it safely in weather-p Cav: 
ities in the soil. They also organize 
into divisions with commanders, each 
individual doing a certain kind of 
work. Some ants are smart enough 
for engineers, while others only know 
enough to do as they are told. They 
can count and make correct estimates 
of the magnitude of an undertaking, 
as proved by observers. 

Bight chrysalides (often called eggs 
of ants) were placed ia a path where 
ants travel. A single individual fouod 
them and ubdertuok to remove them 
to their home. Several were 1 
by the single ant patiently enough, 
but when twenty — were 

laced in the heap, another ant was 
ound in the work. The pile 
was incréased at intervals till eighty 
ants were in the undertaking, 
showing that workers were detailed 
according to the demands of the cases.

THE TROUBLED KINGDOM. 


The Parnellites io Parliament hsve 
decided to offer na further opposition 
to the passage of the coercion bill for 
Ireland, as opposition is hopeless. 
The leading provision of the bill is the 
suspension of the right of habeas cor- 
pus in certain cases. The Home Rute 
members are quiet. Ia Ireland the 
women are threatening toorganize and 
continue the Land-Leaguers’ ayitatioo, 
in case of the arrest of the masculine 
leaders. It is believed in Dublin that 
the officers of the League will be 
arrested, and the League disbanded 
by Royal Proclamation. Infernal 
machines sre turning up constantly in 
London, aod fears are entertaiovd that 
an attempt will be made to blow up 
the houses of Parliament. The London 
Times says: Eogland is haressed if 
not with formidable danger, with 
alarms which are little less destructive 
to tranquility.” In Edinburgh last 
Saturday three policemen were shot in 
arresting two mea looking alout the 
Custom-nouse. One of the prisoners 
committed suicide, and it is supposed 
that they were Irish- Americans. Tak- 
ing one thing with another, the British 
policeman’s life can scarcely be con- 
sidered a happy one just now.

LICENSES. 


The attention of the Washoe dele- 
gation is respectfully called to the un 
satisfactory condition of the license 
law of Nevada. At present merchants 
and traders of all kinds pay liceuses, 

. while fortune tellers and clai: voyants 
are free to practice on any they can 
beguile. No auctions can be held in 
small towns because no one could af- 
ford to pay eleven dollars a months 
and perhaps have only one sale. The 
Constable should be ex-officio auction- 
eer. Undertakers are not licensed. 
They should be included in the list. 
It is a distinct business. The drum- 
mers’ license law should be modified. 
It is pot prohibitory and makes 
thieves of the drummers and conspira - 
tors of their customers. Such a law 
is against good morals and is injurious 
to every interest of Nevada, especially 
Reno, which collects hotel bills, etc., 
from every drummer who comes into 
the State. A license of some $3000 
year paid to the State would be satis- 
factory to the merchanots,and it would 
give a reveaue which the present sys- 
tem does not.
